It brought me hope to see Rachel Motley elected 
premier in 2015. and for Women to compose 
nearly half of her government, too. following 
Alison Redford's historic win in 2011 

But the conversation that has come to fill our 
social media and news diets in the interim in Al¬ 
berta has gutted me as much as watching the pol¬ 
itical conversation devolve in the United States. 

It isn't so much any particular thing — Motley's 
Face used as a target on a golf course or people 
uttering death threats against her or (are you 
serious?) even rape jokes — but the sum total of 
that river of rhetorical garbage directed at women 
governing in Alberta. 

It must stop. 

Let's get this directly out of the way: I'm a man 
— a while one, loo — and I'm disgusted by the 
political discourse in Alberta targeting women 
politicians. 

This is why Metro is publishing a three-part 
series, starting today, titled Women in Power: 
Bullying in Alberta Politics. 

We need to look beyond the empty arguments 
We still hear — that women somehow deserve 
abuse for daring to lead.

Many in the Boyle Street com¬ 
munity are unsettled with how a 
decision was made to paint over 
an indigenous man's portrait 
beside the new arena. 

The portrait of a community 
member Metro will identity only 
its Tyrone was put of a public 
mural project known as Pillars of 
the Community, commissioned 

L« 

by the Edmonton Arts Council 
as a way to link the glitzy Rogers 
Place arena with the organization 
nearby that serves people at risk. 

But Katherine Ken", the public 
art director for the council, con¬ 
firmed to Metro Tuesday that the 
mural was modified due to the 
person's alleged criminal record. 

,L We were made aware that 
one of those people {depicted 
on the mural) is an active vio¬ 
lent offender, and upon learning 
the information and what the 
crimes were, we felt that it was 
very important that we do not 
represent that community with 
this person and those crimes," 
Kerr said. 

"We wanted to make sure tha! 
we're putting our best foot for¬ 


ward and we feel strongly that 
the artwork still represents the 
very best of the Boyle Street Com¬ 
munity Sendees and their work." 

But David iriodan, an Edmon¬ 
ton resident who works in the 
Reclaiming our Stories writing 
program at Boyle Street, says he's 
conflicted by the decision. He

says the person lias a bad record, 
but that he’s also disappointed 
the muni! of the indigenous man 
was rep bred and that the deci¬ 
sion was taken without anyone’s 
input, which runs contrary to 
the principles of reconchiaEioii. 

“It seems like it's a whitewash¬ 
ing of essentially an aboriginal 


face in Edmonton and even if he 
was a criminal lie's still a part of 
our society, 1 * ITodan said. 

“f think that art should be 
used to have discussions in so¬ 
ciety and this could have been 
a very interesting point of com¬ 
munication or conversation in 
the community and. unfortu¬ 
nately, we won't have that op¬ 
portunity to have that conver¬ 
sation anymore." 

Montreal-based artists Layla 
FoLkmarm and Lacey Jane have 
painted five portraits of residents 
from the Boyle Street commun¬ 
ity as part of the project over the 
past several weeks. 

They will unveil the mural ad¬ 
jacent to the new arena on Friday. 

The artists have painted over 
the portrait of Tyrone with a 
portrait of an individual called 
Brayan, who volunteers at Boyle 
Street Community Services. 

“We thought about it really 
hard and it was a difficult deci¬ 
sion for us to make, but we did 
feel it was a necessary one in the 
wake of anybody affected by his 
crimes T said Eolkmann. 

“We didn’t want to make it 
seem like we were glorifying or 
glamourizing him in any way.*’ 
Recently, officials at the 
iHuman Youth Sodety painted 
white paint over a mural by artist 
AjA Louden. Evan Brunt and Erik 
S mailboy that depicted an owl. 

The decision was taken, offi¬ 
cials told Metro, because the owl 
has a traditional connection to

Province 
unveils $25 
daycare 

The Alberta government says 
it will create 1.000 affordable 
daycare spaces next year that 
will cost parents a daily fee of 
no more than 525 a child. 

The government is inviting 
non-profit organizations to apply 
for grants to develop and operate 
IB new licensed Early Learning 
and Child Care Centres that are 
to offer more flexible hours than 
existing daycares. 

Premier Rachel Motley said 
the program will help families 
and make it easier for mothers to 
return to work full or part time. 

“For too long the needs of 
young families, the needs of 
children, the needs of working 
mothers, the needs of commun¬ 
ities that require high quality af¬ 
fordable child care have not been 
enough of a priority,’’ Motley said 
Tuesday to applause at a Mac- 
Ewan University child care class. 

Child care fees in Alberta can 
run as high as 539 per child per 
day in licensed daycares. 

Notley said the government 
will decide eariy next year which 
organizations will receive grants 
of up to S50G.OQ0 a year. 

T he government hopes to re¬ 
ceive applications from differ¬ 
ent parts of the province includ¬ 
ing rural areas. The promise of 
more quality affordable child¬ 
care spaces was a key plank in 
the NDFs May 2015 provincial 
election campaign. 

Notley said the plan is to ex¬ 
pand this S10 million pilot pro¬ 
ject as the economy improves. 

T he government expects the 
program will create 230 new 
child-care jobs next year.

Pedestrian signals 

The city installed pedestrian 
flashers at 13 locations in 2016. The 
result is safety, according to Coun. 
Bev Esslinger. Prior to adding a 
pedestrian signal at the 109 Street 
and 83 Avenue intersection, cars 
would rear-end one another 
beca use ve h f c I es i n fro nt wo u I d 
stop abruptly to let pedestrians 
cross, she said.

visibility 

The city upgraded 
signal visibility at nine 
locations in 2016, 
whilealso adding 
overheadsignal lights 
at 11 intersections 
along 170 Street. To 
improve traffic sign 
visibility, theclty 
installed new 
black boards around 
those traffic lights. 
The city estimates the 
upgrades could 
reduce collisions 
7 to 15 per cent.

Fo r exa m p I e, EI i zabeth 
Finch school now has three rapid-flashing pedestrian lights, 
stop signs, centreline lane markings, driver feedback signs 
and a zebra crosswalk.

Not everyone in Kossdaie ls upset 
a fire hall will reopen there. 

Resident Jim Rivait told Metro 
he's pleased that the hall tan 
re-open, after an appeals board 
struck down a resident-led at¬ 
tempt to block the development 
recently. 

"1 see the rejection on (the fire 
hall) as a NIMBY thing—people 
just don't want something right 
near their place, 1 " Rivait said. 

“1 don't mind hasting firefight¬ 
ers down the street next to me. 
I think they would make great 
neighbours — they cnuld almost 
run over and help me if L ever bud 
a health-related issue." 

The Subdivision and Develop¬ 
ment Appeal Board quashed a 
roadblock set by the local com¬ 


munity league on Nov. 7, 

T hat means the Rossdale Fire 
Station can now re-open. 

Fire Chief Ken Block said in 
September the city needs the 
station online, to keep up with 
demand. 

On Tuesday, the fire depart¬ 
ment added in a statement that 
the station will benefit its fire 
rescue services, “and. in particu¬ 
lar. improve our river rescue re¬ 
sponse times.' 1 

Metro made multiple attempts 
to reach the Rossdale Community 
League, but representatives did 
not return calls. 

Earlier this month, the organ¬ 
ization said on its website that 
it appealed the permit because 
it represented a "significant de¬ 
velopment for the community" 

The appeal board's derision 
also came with three conditions. 

It said only one 24/7-crew can 
be permanently stationed; a “fu¬ 
ture community park 1 ' can't be 
used for emergency services; and 
diesel trucks aren't allowed to 
idle unless they're on the station 
ramp or on or around the boat 
launch. If the fire department 
wants another 24/7-crewon site, 
t he board ruled it must apply for 
another development permit.

Community divided over 
proposed Westmount daycare 


Gurpreet Knnu is encouraged so 
mnny Edmontonians support 
another daycare in Westmount 
— but he has to jump through 
another hoop to open it. 

That hoop is the Alberta Court 
of Appeal. 

Three Westmount residents 
have filed a leave of appeal to 
have Alberta's top court weigh 
in on the daycare's fate, citing 
concerns about the potential 
noise of children playing, traf¬ 
fic and parking in their appeal. 

The proposed daycare would 
host about 120 kids. 

But despite the opposition, 
Ranu, whose parents own the 
site, says Westmount badly needs 
another daycare. 

Bor instance, staff at the near¬ 
by Westglen YMCA daycare said 
its wait-list is so full that it's not 
taking in any more kids. 

And Kami said the city's 2014 
census also shows there are 411 


kids who may need daycare or 
out-of-school care in the neigh¬ 
bourhood, as there only two ac¬ 
credited centres there. 

“The shortage of child care in 
the area was made worse with 
the recent closure of Equinox 
Child Lare," he writes, in a re¬ 
port on the situation. 

Residents have fought the day¬ 
care ever since the owners re¬ 
ceived a development permit for 
interior renovations- Last summer. 

T hey appealed the plans but 
later lost at the Subdivision De¬ 
velopment Appeal Board. 

The residents were able to ap¬ 
peal this time because a develop¬ 
ment officer granted a variance 
on parking. 

According La Westmount Com¬ 
munity League President Carla 
Stoke, the community is heav¬ 
ily polarized over the proposed 
daycare, though the complain¬ 
ants are the most vocal. 


She acknowledged funue traf¬ 
fic issues would pose a problem 
for some residents, while others 
would benefit from the daycare. 

“It's very divided," she said. “1 
think there are pros and cons to 
both. But not all of Westmount 
feels the same way these three 
individuals do.” 

The court will rule on the resi¬ 
dents' appeal on Jan. 25. 

If the top court grants leave, 
the daycare will have to wait 
a long time before a panel of 
judges hear the case. Otherwise, 
business can cany on as usual if 
the appeal is rejected. 

“It is a substantial financial 
burden on the family. We have 
architects to pay and we have 
engineers to pay. and we don’t 
have any source of re venue yet." 
Kanu said. “In the end, we hope 
to work with everyone in the 
community, even those who are 
opposed to US." JEREMY SIMES/METRO

Metis group 
wants shift 
In childcare 
resources

An Edmonton group is calling 
for childcare resources to be 
shifted to indigenous commun¬ 
ities, after new reports detailed 
the deaths of two indigenous 
children in government care. 

On Tuesday- Alberta's Office 
of the Child and Youth Advo¬ 
cate released investigations 
into the deaths of nine-month- 
old "Sharon/ 1 from undeter¬ 
mined causes and four-year-old 
"Marie," from physical injuries. 

The girls' real names were 
not used in the reports. 

Donald Langford, executive 
director of the Metis Child and 
Family Services Society, said 
the Alberta government has 
made no progress on caring 
for indigenous children after 
2'Q years of redesigning the 
system. 


"We've got too many friggin* 
non-aboriginal people telling 
us how we should be living, 
which is not right," Langford 
said. "The larger community 
has had 20 years, they haven't 
made much of a change, so 


maybe give us our 20 years 
now. 

“It has to be an indigenous 
system." 

Nearly 70 per cent of Alberta 
children in government care 
are indigenous. 


The Office of the Child and 
Youth Advocate released a 76- 
page report in July that made 
eight recommendations on 
ways to better serve indigen¬ 
ous children. A key finding 
was the importance of giving

indigenous people more rights 
and responsibilities to care for 
their own children. 

Provincial Child and Youth 
Advocate Del Graff said he ex¬ 
pects the government to start 
enacting the recommendations 
in January 2017 — though he 
noted similar recommenda¬ 
tions have been ignored in 
the past. 

Graff said he's more optimis¬ 
tic than ever before that the 
current environment in Alberta 
will lead to real change, thanks 
in part to broader public discus¬ 
sion on reconciliation. 

“Certainly there is that his¬ 
tory of there being some calls 
to action, and then those rails 
to action not actually being 
implemented," Graff said. 

“That's been the history 
of aboriginal stakeholders in 
Alberta." 


CRIME 

Man dies 
after mob 
assault 

A man visiting Edmonton from 
Colombia died after a vicious 
“mob assault" on Sunday and 
his attackers are still on the 
loose, according to police. 

An autopsy confirmed Leo¬ 
nardo Duran Ibarez, who was 
here to visit family, died Sunday 
afternoon from injuries consist¬ 
ent with severe head trauma 
after he and another man 
were attacked by a group of 
six people, police said. 

Police add it w r as reported 
that Ibarez,. 42, and another 
man were walking and talking 
to each other in Spanish neur 97 
Street and 119 Avenue around 
3:20 a.m. when they were ap¬ 
proached by four male and two 
female suspects. 

The suspects allegedly tried 
to start a fight with the two 
men, and the men - who did 
not know the attackers - ig¬ 
nored them and walked away. 

The suspects then ap¬ 
proached the two men again 
and assaulted them, repeatedly 
punching one of them in the 
face while pushing the other 
to the ground, metro

Cristina Stasia sometimes grabs 
her iPhone between brushing 
her teeth and going to bed, far 
one last look. 

"I’ll just say to my partner. 
"Oh, just let me check one 
more time for rape and death 
threats’ before we go to bed,” 
said Stasia, who ran land lost] 
in the last election for the AJ- 
berta Party in fcdmonton-Gold 
Bar. 

Joking about the hate that 
personally targets her online 
helps Stasia move past it but 
she also realizes she's not the 
only one affected. “That’s hard 
for him, as someone who loves 
me." she said, of her partner. 

Citizens have mocked and 
criticized politicians since pol¬ 
iticians haw existed, hut Stasia 
and many other women polit¬ 
icians argue there's a special 
kind of dangerous vitriol be¬ 
ing unleashed against them 
in Alberta. 

Last week, less than a month 
after entering the race to lead 
the Progressive Conservative 
party, former journalist and 
current Calgary-North West 
MLA Sandra Jansen announced 
she was dropping out. Jansen 
said in a letter to supporters 
that the "filth' 1 filling her social 
media feed, insults scrawled 
on her nomination forms and 
jeers hum delegates in the hall¬ 
ways all amounted to abuse 
that left her “shaken H 

"1 have never before experi¬ 
enced harassment like that,” 
she wrote. 

And the attacks come from 
all angles. In July. New Demo¬ 
crat MLA Marie Renaud spoke 
publicly about having an abor¬ 
tion. Response? “1 wish you 
had the strength to have your 
child,” Sheila Gunn Reid, with 
Rebel Media, tweeted. 

Over the next three days, 
Metro will share stories of what 
female politicians face to ad¬ 
vance the conversation. 

But first, there are those

who say politics is a battle¬ 
field — those, like Wild rose 
MLA Derek Fildebrandt, who 
took to Twitter recently to dis¬ 
miss people who call out abuse 
against women or other groups 
as “hyper sensitive' 1 and unable 
to take criticism. 

Jansen, in an interview Metro 
conducted before she ended 
her campaign, drew a line be¬ 
tween political criticism and 
misogyny. '“A lot of the com¬ 
ments are things they'd Level at 
you whether you were male or 
female — I don't regard all the 
comments as gender-related,” 
she said. “But certainly there is 
an element of the public that 
is doing that.” 

Indeed, that element sees 
Jansen employ a staff member 
to spend hours from their day 
deleting social media attacks 
against her— like one recent 
post, which said her only job in 
the former PC government, led 
by Jim Prentice, was to “give 
Prentice head.” 

“If people don't think there's 
a misogynistic undertone — 
and I say ‘undertone" gently 
— to those statements, then 
they’re really not based in 
reality,” Jansen said. “With 
female politicians you're either 
'stupid’ or a "bitch,’ or vou're 
both. 11 

Many say the lightning rod 
for the abuse against women 
politicians in Alberta has been 
Premier Rachel N otley. 

In June, an oiga nizer for the 
Big Country Oilmen's Associa¬ 
tion golf tournament created a 
target using Notley's face for 
golfers to aim their shots at. 
More recently, Wild rose Leader 
Brian Jean made what he de¬ 
scribed as a bad joke about it 
being “against the law to beat 
Rachel NoEley.” 

In May 2015, Notley led the 
biggest political upset in Al¬ 
berta in half a century, defeat¬ 
ing the 4ChpIus year PC party 
dynasty with a slate of can¬ 
didates that leaned heavily 
on female talent. Of the 53 
NDP candidates elected, 25 are 
women, or just less than half. 

" We had a Conservative gov¬ 
ernment for over 40 years, so 
I have no doubt that people 
struggled with the change, but 
that is no excuse for gender- 
based abuse,” said Kenaud, che 
NDP MLA for St Albert. 

“1 think what bothers me the 
most is I find myselfaLmost get¬ 
ting used to it,” Renaud said. 

Before she was elected she 
thought she was prepared, but

she says the force of the vitriol 
overwhelmed her. 

“I had one person in par¬ 
ticular who was sending me 
messages about where I was 
and what I was wearing, so I 
was pretty sure whoever it was, 
was watching (me),” she said. 
“So that’s really unnerving.” 

Some women politicians 
have fought back. 

Last June, Calgary-Raw MLA 
Deborah Drever read a mem¬ 
ber's statement in the legisla¬ 
ture about the “nasty” messa¬ 
ges she's received, after her 
surprise victory in 2015. Some 
threatened her life. 

Her colleagues gave her a 
thunderous applause, but the 
threats haven't stopped, nor 


has the damage. 

“1 don’t know anyone who 
could get a death threat and 
not be affected,” Drever said. 

Drever said if there's a posi¬ 
tive element, it's that the issue 
has united women across pol¬ 
itical lines. 

Indeed, rallies held last week 
supporting Jansen attracted 
women of every political stripe, 
including Wildrose MLA Leela 
Aheer, representative of Che s- 
termere-Rocky View, who at¬ 
tended the one held in Calgary. 

“1 want to make sure that 
we're supporting the people 
who are supporting us, and 
we're demanding that the 
people who say these things 
that are hurtful or otherwise 


inappropriate, apologize," said 
Aheer. 

Kenaud pushes back against 
a common refrain that those in 
the public eye should just grow 
a thicker skin — one espoused 
recen tly by a conservative 
hdmonton columnist. 

“When I get advice from 
men to say, "Well, just delete 
your account or don’t say any¬ 
thing, 1 that's not an acceptable 
decision for me," Renaud said. 
“1 refuse to be silent, and that's 
not a good example for our 
future leaders or our girls. 

“You get the same excuses 
— "It was just a joke,’ or. "You 
should get used to it.' It's part 
of the job.’ But no, it's not part

Report predicts Fort Mac fires 
to leave a final tab of over $56

The massive efforts to respond 
to and rebuild after the wild¬ 
fire of Fort McMunay will spur 
economic growth in the com¬ 
ing years but leave insurance 
companies bind governments 
with a lab of more than £5 bil¬ 
lion, says a new report. 

The Conference Board of 
Canada said in a paper released 
Tuesdbiy that the spending will 
add 0.4 per cent or£l.l billion 
to Alberta's GDP next year, Fol¬ 
lowed by growth of 0.2 per cent 
and 0.1 per cent in 20IS and 
2019. respectively. 

The ramp-up in reconstruc¬ 
tion. needed to rebuild the 
nearly 2.000 homes and busi¬ 
nesses destroyed by the May 
fine, is also expected to create 
about 9.000 jobs nest year and 
cut a 0.1 percentage point off 
the unemployment rate. 

The report concluded thbit 
the economic boost from spend¬ 
ing on the fire this year will 
be more than offset by lost 
oilsands production as compan¬ 
ies w r ere forced to shut down 
operations, shavingoff 0.1 per 
cent or S456 million ffom Al¬ 
berta's GDP. 

The Conference Board also

creased spending in the com¬ 
ing years will boost the GDP, 
it isn’t suggesting there will 
be any overall benefit to the 
disaster. 

"We're really not better off 
down the road, 1 " said Pedro 
Antunes, deputy chief econo¬ 
mist at the Conference Board 
in a media call. ""There are 
some negative long-term con¬ 
sequences to this extra rebuild¬ 
ing." 

Antunes said insurance rates 
will likely go up as compan¬ 
ies struggle to cover the costs, 
while governments will see 
higher debts. 

Bill Adams, vice-president 
of the Western and Pacific div¬ 
ision of the Insurance Bureau 


of Canada, said insured costs 
of the fire have now climbed 
to an estimated ST.77 billion. 

“Without diminishing the 
profound impact this has had 
on families and this commun¬ 
ity. the Fort McMuiray wildfire 
has become the hugest insured 
claims event in Canadian his¬ 
tory,” said Adams. 

The Conference Board based 
Its finding on an earlier insur¬ 
ance estimate of £3.6 billion in 
payouts, while it found govern¬ 
ments will be on the hook for 
about SI .5 billion in firefight¬ 
ing, relief and rebuilding costs. 

Another S20G million came 
from early payouts from the 
Alberta government, the Can¬ 
adian Red Cross and oilsands 
companies to cover immediate 
household needs, bringing the 
report's total estimated cost of 
the fire by the end of 2019 to 
S5.3. billion. 

The report says responsibil¬ 
ity for covering costs of the fire 
are in stark contrast to the 2013 
Abeita floods, where provincial 
and federal governments took 
a $3-bilLion loss compared with 
SI S billion for insurers because 
of a general lack of flood insur¬ 
ance.

The history of the 
Metis is very interesting and 
dynamic and fraught with re¬ 
bellion and the struggle to be 
recognized as a people. 

Whal does being M^lis mean 

to you? 

J believe that the objective 
of the Metis nation is to be 
considered part of Canada. I 
mean it seems ridiculous that 
we wouldn't be. but we were 
called "the forgotten people’ 
and it's been very difficult.

When the Bank of Canada 
changes Interest rates, finan¬ 
cial markets around the world 
move and your credit card can 
get a lot more expensive. 

The Canadian Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation (CMHC) 
sets the rules that ultimately 
determine If you get approved 
for a mortgage — and how 
much it will cost. 

If yon fly anywhere in Can¬ 
ada. the Canadian Air Transport 
Security Authority (CATSA) Is 


the organization that deter¬ 
mined the size of the shampoo 
bottles you are allowed to pack 
in yourcany-on bag. 

And if you live in Ottawa, 
the ubiquitous National Capital 
Commission hits a huge impact 
on your life. Hven if you don't 
live In the capital, the NCC Is 
the organization that makes 
decisions about our country’s 
national monuments. 

While women make up 
about 34 per cent of the ap¬ 
pointments to all 42 of the 
federal government's Crown 
corporations, it's safe to say 
that not all of these organiza¬ 
tions are created equally or 
have the same impact on your 
day-today life. 

And some of those that do 
directly impact you are mostly 
run by men. 

Only four of the Bank of 
Canada's 15-person board are 
women. At the CMHC, only

Many of these Crown 
corporations have huge 
mfluenoe on the lives of 
Canadians, from the interest 
rates Ihev pay banks, to mail 
delivery to airport security. 

two of the 12 board seats are 
held by women. CATS A has 
three women on its 11-per¬ 
son board, while the National 
Capital Commission has three 
women on its 15-person board. 

There are other boards 
whose gender balance is more 
skewed towards men r such 
as the all-male boards of the 
Laurentian Pilotage Authority 
and the Canadian Dairy Com¬ 
mission. but few' Canadians 


are significantly affected by 
those organizations. The Bank 
of Canada, on the other hand, 
matters to anyone with a bank 
account. 

Duff Conacher, co-found¬ 
er of the group Democracy 
Watch, said some of the more 
infl uential Crown corporations 
definitely need to more broad¬ 
ly reflect the makeup of the 
country. 

"There is a question about 
whether some Crown corpora¬ 
tion boards really have to be 
representative of society. 1 " he 
said, "whereas others, it seems 
more clear that they should be 
demogra phically represe nta- 
tive." 

Conacher said the corpor¬ 
ations that are dealing with 
technical areas might not have 
to be that reflective, but "the 
ones that are making societal 
decisions," need to be diverse. 

"They should be more like 
legislatures and should be 
more representative of soci¬ 
ety," he said. 

Penny Collenette, an adjunct 
law professor at the University 


of Ottawa and a former direc¬ 
tor of appointments for prime 
minister Jean Chretien, said the 
corporations are essentially an 
extension of government and 
need diversity at the board 
table and executive offices. 

"Hven though Crown corpor¬ 
ations are arm's length from 
government, nevertheless they 
present a public face and there¬ 
fore should reflect the govern¬ 
ment's strong commitment to 
gender diversity — and not just 
on their boards. But in the C 
suite, too." she said, referring 
to a corporation's most import¬ 
ant senior executives. 

Conacher contends that if 
the government really wants 
diversity — along with more 
transparency — it should make 
the appointment process more 
arm’s length. 

He said structural changes 
like that would take this from 
a commitment to a concrete 
change that isn't there right 
now. “You just have a commit¬ 
ment that doesn't have to be 
filled," he said.

Royal Bank is hiking mortgage 
rales amid a combination of 
higher bond yields and recent 
federal mortgage rule changes 
that have made it pricier for 
banks to get access to cash. 

RBC said Tuesday it's raising 
its special offer for a five-year 
fixed rate mortgage to 2.94 per 
cent, an increase of 30 basis 
points. 

The lender also said it's rais¬ 
ing its special offer for a four- 
year fixed rate mortgage to 
2.79 per cent and three-year 
fixed rate mortgage to 2.69 
per cent, increases of 30 and 
25 basis points, respectively. 

The changes, which impact 
amortizations under 25 years, 
take effect Thursday. 

Robert McLister. a mortgage 
planner at IntelEi Mortgage and 
the founder of RateSpy.com, 
said Donald Trump's surprise 
election victory has caused a 
sell-off in the bond market.

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as investors anticipate that his 
promised tax cuts and infra¬ 
structure spending will result 
in higher inflation. 

The sell-off has pushed bond 
yields, which move inversely 
from bond prices, higher.

said.“fixed mortgage rates and 
bond yields tend to move hand- 
in-hand.” 

Mortgage rule changes intro¬ 
duced by Ottawa last month are 
also likely a factor, although to 
a lesser extent, McLister said. 

The federal government 
introduced an array of new 
regulations governing insured 


mortgages, including expanded 
stress test requirements and 
restrictions on when it wi-1 pro- 
vide insurance for mortgages 
with larger down payments. 

Some mortgage brokers have 
warned that the new rules will 
make it harder for non-bank 
lenders to operate and could 
see Canadians pay higher in¬ 


terest rates. 

“We're seeing government 
rule changes behind the scenes 
that are making it more expen¬ 
sive to lend," McLister said.

The city’s police hate- 
crimes unit is reviewing com¬ 
plaints while city staff and 
residents have been pulling 
down these posters. 

Earlier this fall, posters 
saying things ]ike “If you’re 
so obsessed with your third 
world culture, go the f*’k 
back to where you came 
from" were mysteriously 
posted around the University 
of Alberta’s campus. 

It's the Case of the Un¬ 
known While Supremacist. 

If as a citizen, you want to 
remove these posters, you’re 
within your rights. But l p d 
rather we publicly reckon 
with the issues they bring up. 
To that end. I'd like to discuss 
some of the questions posed 
by the Toronto posters. 

So, hey, white person: 

"Tired of pel (hail correctness?" 
if yes, do you mind being 
more specific? Like, are you 
tired of not getting to use the 
N-word or are your concerns 
more about feeling left out of 
using words like "bae"?

There is no such 
thing as a white country.

What it lacks

Count me among the embittered, 
mv frustration growing with 
each passing year as another 
European spoils wagon or hot 
hatch fails to mELke it to this side 
of the Atlantic. 

But the tide is slowly taming, 
and with ip my Feelings from 
frustration to jubilation, as more 
and more bubble-backed dream 
machines make their way to 
North American shores. .Among 
Ehe latest to do so is the ford 
Focus RS, a rally-inspired ride 
that would make even the most 
die-hard Subaru fan blush. 

The Focus RS is the third — 
anti hottest — hot hatch in Ford s 
current crop of cars, joining ST 
versions of the Focus and smaller 
Fiesta. And w^hile those two are 
easily counted among the most 
funTodrive cars on the market 
today, they seem optically ordin¬ 
ary when lined up next to the RSL 

The gargantuan grille, rruis- 
sive spoiler, and rear diffuser 
complete with huge exhaust tips 
are definitely not doing anything 
to hide what lurks beneath the 


sheetmetal. Add in the optional 
nitrous blue point, and the RS 
borders on aesthetically offen¬ 
sive. and has "cop-magnet" writ¬ 
ten all over it 

It's not that there’s any¬ 
thing particularly wrong with 
the Focus RS, but it's far from 
understated, and xvon’t check 
any boxes for those in the mar¬ 
ket for a sleeper. 

What's under the hood will do 
about as little to avoid the atten¬ 
tion of the local police as the in- 
your-face exterior, with power 
coming from the same 2.3-litre 
turbocharged four-cylinder found 
in the Mustang EcoEoost. iiuth- 
fully. I never thought the engine 
weis a match for the Mustang, 
feeling a bit unresponsive and 
imdetpowered. Neither of those 
issues plague the FcoBoosted KS, 
though, with a few extra tricks 
up its sleeve — namely a new 
twin-scroll turbocharger and 
larger intercooler — that help 
push output to ei ridiculous 350 
hp and 350 ib-ft of torque. All

Tesla CEO Elon Musk recently re¬ 
vealed that every new Tesla wit] 
be fully capable of driving itself, 
and be wants to prove that the 
technology works by driving one 
from Los Angeles to Mew York 
in 2017 totally autonomously, 
but there are dozens of chal¬ 
lenges standing between Musk 
and his goal. 

New Tesla cars will come fitted 
with sensors and cameras that 
Musk said will give his cars the 
potential for level 5 autonomy, 
basically, a level 5 car requires 
zero interaction from the driver 
and. in theory, wouldn't even 
require a steering wheel or gas 
pedal. 

Most autonomous driving 
vehicles today fall under level 
3 autonomy, meaning the cars 
have an option to control ac¬ 
celeration and steering, but 
still require a human driver to 


intervene in certain conditions. 
Musk, however, wants his car to 
go across the country with basic¬ 
ally zero human intervention. 

bryant Walker Smith, an 
automotive engineer and law¬ 
yer who specializes in autono¬ 
mous driving, said he believes 
the trip is definitely possible, 
but that people need to under¬ 
stand the difference between 
fully autonomous driving and 
partial automation. In this case. 


prirtial automation means it's not 
full-time self-driving, but rather 
a mode that can be switched on 
where the car can handle all the 
driving without the need for hu¬ 
man input. This would classify 1 
as level 4 automation and any¬ 
thing under level 4 is basically 
advanced cruise control that can 
brake and steer. 

'The important point that 
people miss is that they talk 
about automated driving as if 


it's one specific technology that 
exists, and that's just not true.” 
said Smith. “It's a range of tech¬ 
nologies and applications, many 
of which are only under research 
and development, and some of 
which are deployed in limited 
context. 1 ' 

Limited context being the 
key phrase here, because there 
would be many unique challen¬ 
ges a self-driving car would face 
driving across the country, such

as deer roaming onto the road, 
bad weather, confusing roads, or 
construction and detenus. When 
asked what the status was on 
its projections, Tesla declined 
to comment. 

“By definition, if a vehicle is 
Level 4, it is capable of either 
dealing with detours, or pulling 
off to the side of the mod safely 
and waiting for somebody to 
drive it," said Smith. 

“These cars don't have super¬ 
powers ... If a deer were to run 
out in front of a car and there 
was no possibility of a human 
slopping, then, as the law of 
physics would dictate, neither 
would the automated car." 


Smith notes that it's difficult 
to talk about what would hap¬ 
pen if a fully automated level 5 
vehicle made a road trip, because 
the technology isn’t ready yet. 

“We can talk about what 
would be expected of the system 
at the point that it is ready, but 
implicit in that is the important 
recognition! that these systems 
have not been commercialized 
yet because they are not ready." 

Smith said he believes the 
higher levels of automation will 
likely be possible by the end of 
Tesla's timeline under very lim¬ 
ited circumstances. So it’s not a 
question of if but when. 

Kaquel Llrtasun, an associate 
professor at the University of 
Toronto who specializes in ma¬ 
chine vision for autonomous 
driving (how the vehicle sees by 
interpreting visual data into its 
computers) believes autonomous 
driving technology isn't quite 
ready to be fully rolled out by 
Musk's 2017 deadline. 

“The technology ls not ready, 
and the Tesla autopilot accidents 
in the past few months are an 
indication of this fact." she said. 

“It might be possible in do a 
long-distance drive, but it’s not 
really about that. It's about do¬ 
ing millions of drives and that's 
a different story," she said.

lony Romo slopped a reporter 
in the middle of what appeared 
to be the first question in his 
first meeting with the media 
since August. 

The Dallas quarterback 
brought a statement,, and he 
wasn't going to answer any 
questions 1'uesday.
